end it all by shuffling off this mortal 
coil. 
But his plans were frustrated and 
his funeral, as arranged, will not be 
held tomorrow. 
Many of his friends 
are now say ing 
they 
would 
hav e 
gladly assisted him and rendered him 
financial aid to tide him ov er if they 
had known he was in such dire finan­ 
cial straights. 


Bruce Graham, the farmer-horse- 
man who tried to kill himself y ester­ 
day afternoon by hanging was able 
to dress and be around today , eating 
dinner with his family at the table at 
noontime. 
He still suffers 
with 
a 
pain in his neck where the heav y 
rope chocked him. 
At no time today 
did he come to the 
realization 
of 
what transpired y esterday . He seems 
to be in a daze and apparently has 
no recollection of the horrible deed 
he tried to ex ecute. Once this morn­ 
ing he walked to the mirror and look­ 
ing into it, felt his neck say ing: 


“ I can’t figure out what is the mat­ 
ter with my neck. 
It seems to hurt 
me.” 
Some there are who believ e that 
he is mentally unbalanced. 
Possibly 
the shock from the half successful 
rash act and the tortures he suffered 
for sev eral hours after 
being 
cut 
down, has something to do with his 
mental condition at this time. 
From the detail outined in the note 
he left for his wife it shows that he 
was not insane when he planned the 
suicide. 
A feeing 
of 
depression, 
such as he ex perienced on account 
of not being able to 
raise 
some 
money to meet pressing financial ob­ 
ligations, might hav e caused him to 
become temporarily insane blit 
the 
circumstances surrounding the last 
mov es made just before he went in­ 
to the loft to die as he planned, dis­ 
credits this theory . 
The colored lad, Naman Morrison, 
who works for Graham, had a pre­ 
monition for sev eral day s that his 
employ er contemplated 
some 
rash 
act. 
And when the boy went up into 
the loft he fully ex pected to make the 
ghastly find that met his ey es. 
Gra­ 
ham returned from this city y ester­ 
day afternoon after a fruitless en­ 
deav or to raise $200, and was in a 
meloneholy mood. 
He told Morrison 
to take a colt and graze it down the 
road near the furniture factory and 
to stay there at least fifteen minutes. 
He said he would go up and throw 
down the hay for the horses and told 
Morrison that when 
he 
returned 
from grazing the colt to come up in­ 
to the loft and assist him with some 
work he had to do there. 
Morrison 
believ ed then that 
some 
dreadful 
thing was going to happen but he 
thought he would not be justified in 
sounding any alarm. 
He took the 
colt down the road as directed but 
worried all the time he was gone and 
did not stay the fifteen minutes as 
directed by Graham/" He returned to 
the barn lot and debated a minute or 
more about going up into the loft. 
Th colored boy called to Graham’s 
thirteen-y ear-old soa Earl and asked 
him to go up and assist his father. 
The son had other chores to do and 
declined. 
It was then that Morri­ 
son summoned courage, and went in­ 
to the loft only to find that his fears 
were justified and well-founded.

MeFarlan, 
who helped him cut down the fast 
strangling man, were naturally ex ­ 
cited as they set about the task.

the building of a good foundation. 
His remarks were full of good and 
lasting adv ice for the y oung high 
school student,Who is now to take 
up the bWtles in 
life. 
Dr. Bov ard 
emphasized the fact that what an in­ 
div idual say s and does is not taken 
into consideration so much as the 
moral character which stand behind 
the man. 
Too much stress cannot be placed 
upon the character building and the 
lecturer did not fail to point this out 
to the y oung men and women. 
The 
broader the foundation and the high­ 
er the aims the greater the character 
will be. 
And the building of a deep 
and solid foundation could he ob­ 
tained in no way ex cept by the edu­ 
cational route. 
Dr. Bov ard used the 
life 
of a 
farmer 
lad 
who 
had 
achiev ed success and is now the as­ 
sociate professor of 
economics 
in 
Harv ard Univ ersity as an ex ample of 
the benefits to be deriv ed from high­ 
er education. He urged the graduates 
not to despair obtaining a 
college 
training and ev en higher than that 
the post- graduate course in the uni­ 
v ersity was not impossible. 
Dr. Bov ard likened the building of 
the character to the building of a 
battle ship. How each separate part 
was tested to it’s full ex tent and if 
it could not stand the 
strain 
was 
cast aside to make room for the bet­ 
ter. 
So it is with the student, who 
in his y oung day s 
is 
building 
the 
foundation upon which he is to stand 
and by which he will be known in 
after life. 
Those who cannot stem 
the tide are 
swept 
ov erboard 
and 
washed away by the wav es and the

An interesting 
story 
concerning 
the life of Robert Tolley , the y oung 
man arrested here Thursday by City 
Marshal Price, is told in the Con- 
nersv ille Ex aminer. 
The story fol- 
ow s: 
“ The probability is 
that 
Robert 
Tolley will serv e a term in the J effer­ 
sonv ille 
reformatory . 
The 
y oung 
man is no doubt guilty of forging the 
check which he passed on Landlord 
OwTen at the MeFarlan hotel Thurs­ 
day morning, but there is a question 
as to whether the State will be able 
to prov e it. 
In order to prov e the 
’alse signature it will be necessary 
'or Mr. Rice, whose signature was 
'orged, to come here and so testify , 
f Mr. Rice does not do this the State 
will be without the proper witness in 
the case and Tolley will be released, 
though guilty of the crime. 
It seems that Tolley was raised by 
Mr. Rice, who is a wealthy man, re­ 
siding on a farm fifteen miles out of 
Cincinnati. 
It is said that Tolley 
aas mposed on his benefactor con­ 
siderably and passed a 
number of 
fraudulent checks. 
Rice 
has 
ack- 
nowiedged these checks in order to 
seep Tolley out of the penitentiary 
jut it is said that he has notified Tol- 
ev that he will nev er do it again. 
Tolley returned the $45 to Owens, 
nut this does not reliev e him of his 
crime of passing the fraudulent pa­ 
per. 
If Rice, howev er, refuses to 
aid in the prosecution Tolley will go 
free. Tolley ’s hearing is set for Fri­ 
day ev ening in ’Squire Cates’ court. 
Tolley has a brother 
at 
Day ton 
and he was communicated with by 
Owen this morning by telephone. The 
Day ton man said that he would not 
assist his brother now. He said that 
he paid a thirty dollar bill at Rich­ 
mond a short 
time ago 
when 
his 
brother got in bad with the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company , and that 
he would not help him again. 
He 
said he could go to the penitentiary 
first.* 
Tolley ’s 
brother arriv ed 
Friday 
afternoon from Day ton. 
Mr. Rice telephoned this afternoon 
that the “cheek is 
a forgery . 
The 
check has been sent into the Cincin­ 
nati bank for collection. 
After it is 
returned it will be ev idence enough 
against Tolley to conv ict him. 
The offense is punishable 
by 
a 
prison sentence or a fine. 
Tolley ’s hearing has 
been 
con­ 
tinued until Saturday .
